On August 12, 2019 at approximately 1621 hours responded to 3200 N, 10^^ St 
(HEB) in reference to a child left inside a vehicle.

stated a concerned citizen had advised him that the small child w as left inside blue 
Ford Expedition and that the vehicle was turned off. Mr. AHljHstated he walked 
to the vehicle and noticed thatUierewas an infant inside a baby carrier in the 
backseat of the vehicfe. Mr. A^^^lstated he called his manager and other store 
©mployee^^coni^idp. Mr stated another store employee Blue 

to help him find a way to open the car Mr. 
state^o^pp^Xfmaiely 20 minutes they attempted to open the vehicle until an 
unknown male came with a tool and opened the vehicle. Several store employees 
advised me that they were paging the owner of the vehicle to see if they could 
locate the mother of the child. 

Atappmxir^ely 1637 hours, the mother of the child identified as Rosa Isela Garza 

located inside the store still shopping. 

Contact was then made with Ms. Garza, I asked Ms. Garza what had happened and 
she stated that she had forgot that her child was inside the vehicle. 

Ms. Garza stated she was inside the store for approximately 25 minutes shopping, 
Ms, Garza stated when she arrived to the store she noticed a friend of hers in the 
parking lot and started to talk to them, Ms. Garza stated she then walked inside the 
store and completely in the backseat. Ms. Garza 

Dispatch advised the weatne^wa^aMO^degrees Fahrenheit. I observed 
was soaking we^^m sweat and his body tempter was hot to the touch. I also 
noticed that was extremel^ehydrated and was very weak, Medcare arrived 

at the location and advised that ^^^^was dehydrated and needed to be 
transported to a local hospital for medical evaluation. Medcare transported 
to DHR hospital.

Mr. Garza was then placed under arrest for 
Abandoning Endangering Child SJ. Ms, Garza was then handcuffed and escorted 
to the jail section.
